Fighting in Beirut Threatens Truce 


BEIRUT, Oct. 99 (OPII— 
Clashes between leftists and 
rightists in Beirut today threaten- 
ed the crumbling nine-day-old 
cease-fire and tension remained 
high in the Chuf area southeast 
of the capital 

Although no reliable casualty 
tigures were available. hospital 
spokesmen said at least. two per- 
sons had been killed and 17 
wounded along the confrontation 
lines that divide the capital, 
Rightists clatmed to have killed 
16 more leftists in south Beirut.

The casualty figures were the 
highest since the cease-fire went 
into effect.

The Phalangist radio aiso re- 
ported Egyptian Gen. Mohammed 
Hassan Ghoneim, commander of 
the Arab League peace-keeping 
forces in Lebanon, had been fired 
at in the afternoon when he 
crossed the so-called Green Lin?

It was not known who fired on 
him and a Sudanese officer at 
Gen. Ghoneim's headquarters 
could not confirm the report, but 
the officer said the general was 
unhurt.

Pound Is Up After Rise, Fall 


Prompted ὃν Rumor, Denial

LONDON, Oct. “9 (NY¥T!.—An 
unsubstantiated report about 
Arab holdings today sent the 
pound on its sharpest rise in 
months, but the rumor-seusitive 
currency slumped again when the 
latest rumor, Jike mest others, 
was disavowed.

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Europe Under Pressure 


The economics of the mid-1970s are creat- 
ing ἃ special kind of hell for governments 
and politicians throughout Western Europe. 
The staggering decline of the British pound 
is only the most dramatic sign of the trouble, 
and it isn't confined to Britain. Over the 
Dast two decades all of the Western Euro- 
Pean countries have bul:t expensive stroc- 
tures of social benefits and security, based 
on the assumption of strong economic 
growth. Now they have begun to realize 
that growth is unlikely to continue at a rate 
Capable of sustaining these benefits, or the 
accustomed levels of high employment. They 
are all trying to steer resources away from 
Personal consumption and into productive 
investment. That means cutting the public 
deficits. 

The public begins to feel the pain imme- 
diately, as fam{fes’ purchasing power drops. 
But the results of greater stability and 
higher investment will take years to develop 
—and the governments under duress are not 
apt to last that long. Britain has been 
under severe wage controls for 16 months, 
imposing 8. calculated drop in living stan- 
dards on the whole country Italy and 
France have embarked on their own auster- 
ity programs in recent weeks The reasons 
for these unwelcome and onerous poiicies are 
all but incomprehensible to most citizens. 
International economics is not 2 subject that 
lends itself to easy explanations in political 
Speeches. From a technical point of view 
{t was a sudden rise in prices of raw mate- 
rials and fuel—most spectacularly, oil—that 
revealed the frailties of a prosperity very 
Yapidly acquired in the 1960s. But the citizen 
Sees it as new taxes and higher prices that 
are taking away some of the affluence that 
he thought he had already earned. The 
effect is to sharpen all of the old quarrels 
over distribution of wealth and benefits. 
That strengthens the left in most of these 
countries. 

The first resucts of Europes’ new eco- 
nomics have not been terribly encouraging. 
By this time, Britain had hoped to be riding 
into a strong recovery led by an export 
boom. But the latest three months’ figures 
show that British exports have. in fact, ac- 
tually been failing. The Italian inflation 
Tate ts still rising and the government's at- 
tempts to cut consumption through price in- 
creases will, at first, make it rise still faster. 
That foreshadows a further drop in the 
value of the lira next year. 

Even the immensely powerful and stable 
West German economy seems unlikely to do 
as well next year as its managers had 
hoped. During the recent election campaign 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt repeatedly de- 
clared that this year’s brisk 6-per-cent growth 
rate would continue through 1977. But West 
Germany is looking mainly to exports for 
that growth. and most of its exports go into 
other Western European markets where 
demand, these days. 15 lying flat, 

The European Common Market has set a 


target of 5 per cent growth a year for the 
next five years—the pace, its experts cal- 
cUlate, that is necessary to bring unem- 
ployment down to the teve‘s that the gov- 
ernments consider tolerable But in the 
eapitals the economists are beginning to pass 
the word up to the cabinets that, for the 
nine couniries of the market, a Tate of 5 per 
cent a year is highly improbable. Officials 
are beginning to discuss, quietly, the pros- 
pect of learning to live indefinitely with un- 
employment just about where it is now—the 
highest in a generation. 

Every country has its own definition of 
soclal justice. When people think that they 
are being treated fairly, by their govern- 
ments and by each other. they respond to 
pubiic decisions in ways that help make 
policy work. West Germany is a good 
example of the principie. It is visible in 
most cf the technical explanations of West 
German economic performance—the disci- 
pline of the labor force, the rational tradi- 
tions of collective bargaining, the centrist 
politics of the country. 

But if people’s sense of justice is violated, 
they react in ways that will defeat even the 
sharpest of economic policies If working 
people genuinely think that they are being 
exploited, they carry on a guerrilla warfare 
of strikes and demonstrations. If people 
with money expect to be pillaged by & hostile 
government, they hide it instead of investing 
lt, There are a good many examples of that 
kind of thing in countries like Italy, France 
and Britain. That is why those governments 
have to go cautiously now in cutting social 
benefits. Too rough and rapid 2 retreat from 
the past year’s promises will generate a kind 
of public opposition deeply harmful to the 
kind of economic performance that all of 
the European countries now urgently need 
to achieve. 

There Is a message here for the United 
States, which is pressing the debtor coun- 
tries to cut thelr inflation rates and reduce 
their deficits. 8 1s necessary, but it requires 
ἃ great exercise of tact—not always an 
American virtue. Too little pressure risks 
that some of the Europeans wil abandon 
austerity in all but name. Too great a pres- 
sure, and there is a much more serious risk 
that governments will collapse under the 
strain. 

The Ford administration needs to keep it 
in mind that the European economy tends 
to follow ours, When our recovery from the 
recession goes into 2 long pause, as it has 
done in recent months, the recovery in Eu- 
rope is suddenly thrown into great doubt. If 
the U.S. economy should not begin to pick up 
momentum very soon, the most severe effects 
would not be here but in Western Europe, in 
countries that are struggling to regain their 
balance. This country’s domestic economic 
strategy {s also, inadvertentiy, the most im- 
portant element in its foreign policy for 
Europe.

Of course this freedom was very far from 
being perfect Even so, tf Egypt is to 
be judged by the standards of the Arab 
world, {t comes out well... Only Morocco 
could claim a remotely comparable degree 
of pluralism in its officially tolerated political 
ilfe, and there is no doubt that President 
Sadat deals far more humanely with those 
who step beyond the bounds of official 
tolerance than does Morocco's King Has- 
san.

Not Guilty in Lindbergh Case

NEW YORE, Oct. 28 iNYT).—

1933, The fier's baby was ab- 
ducted on March 1 in Hopewell, 
NJ. and αὶ $50,000 ransom was 
paid on April 2, A body identi- 
fled as the baby’s wos found on 
May 12, 1932. 

Mr. Scaduto says his findings 
uphold Hauptmann's contention 
thet he only discovered a cache 
of Lindbergh ransom gold cer- 
tiffeates in August, 1934, and 
started using it—not knowing it 
was ransom money—in the belief 
that it belonged to Isidor Fisch. 
Mr. Fisch had died in Germany 
allegedly owing Hauptmann 
money from fur and stock mar- 
ket deals.

Foreign Nations Worried 
By Extension of U.S. Law 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29 (AP-DJ).—Foreigners are increasingly 
worried over efforts to apply American laws to operations af 
US-based multinational corporations abroad. 

That-is among the major findings of a study by the Con- 
ference Board, 8, New York-based nonprofit organization engaged 
in business research. Conference Board researchers conducted 
interviews with 247 “influential persons"—from government ofii- 
cials to labor leaders to businessmen—in Canada, where more 
than 4,000 U.S.-owned companies operate, and in Italy, with 
about 700 U.8.owned concerns,

at the bottam is icy water, but 
after swinging a pick or shavel in 


in it, which, when it inevitably 
gets inside your boots, burns the 
outer layer of skin off your feet. 
After a backbreaking eight hours’ 
work, you may have a choice of 
crawling on your hands and knees 
through a half-mile of low tunnel 
or risking a ride on the conveyor 
belt. Sometimes the belt is moving 
fast, too fast for you to jump off 
if there's an obstruction ahead; 
sometimes it does not stop when 
you pull on the automatic brake 

For Meade Arble, author of 
“The Long Tunnel,” the job was 
bad enough, but he was only 34 
and he knew it was not going 
to last for his whole active life. 
Por others, it meant 30 or more 
Years and an eventual retirement 
with “black lung.” According to 
one of the safety inspectors, min- 
ing was the most dangerous oc- 
cupation in the country and the 
mines Arble was working in were 
the worst, with regard to safety, 
in the United States. The statis- 
tics show that six times as many 
miners died per million-man shifts 
in the United States as in West 
Germany; four times as many as 
in Britain, and three times as 
many 25 in Poland, Each year, 
one out of 14 American miners 
was injured. 

The roof could cave in or a 
circular section, Hke a plug, could 
fall on you. A cable catching fire 
could release poisonous fumes. 
Any one of 4 number of machines 
could seize you in its embrace 
if you were not alert. But these 
hazards were not as bad as the 
constant discomforts: the bolts 
in the roof scraping your back 
as you “walked in the low": the 
pain in your knees and lower 
Spine which, many miners claim- 
ed, eventually had the effect of 
eliminating sexual desire. 

Meade Arble is not a self-pity- 
ing crybaby. In “The Long 
Tunnel,” he describes his various 
assignments with a most effective 
matter-of-factness, expressing re- 
lief, even gratitude, if he could 
stand up straight on 8 particular 
job or work tn a warm, dry place. 
When two women are sent to 
work in the mine, he does not 
editorialize about it, but it is ob- 
vious in his neutral account that 
they cannot do the work. One of 
them is small and thin, assigned 
to a job that wears out even big, 
strong men. The other woman 
sits around and chats with her 
partner on a job, or sings coun- 
try songs. While Arbie does not 
mind working with them, some 
of the older men resent having 
to do most of the heavy work 
instead of sharing it. 

The author of “The Long Tun- 
nel” had gone to college in Amer- 
fea and Europe, ending up as 
something of 8. dropout in Spain 
where he had lived with his wife's 
parents. Returning to America, 
be found himself broke, with a 


wife and two children and an- 
other on the way. He instinctively 
gravitated toward the small Penn- 
sylvania mining town where he 
grew up as the son of the town's 
doctcr. There was no other way 
to make $12,000 a year, so he 
went down into the mines, “just 
until he got back on bis feet.” 
In most cases, these were famous 
last words. 

One has to admire Mr. Arble's 
restraint as he describes the 
trailer camp where he and his 
wife and three children lived. 
Their trailer was one of about 
100 in the park. ‘There was a 
bedroom at elther end and the 
kitchen and living room were in 
the middle. The children’s bed- 
room had no heat and the trailer 
was uninsulated. The baby's crib 
was wedged into the bathroom, 
which made washing rather dif- 
ficult.
